‘Carroll County Fariseers Find More Money 


in It Than Cotton. 


Carrollton, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)—Mr.

This gives a car- 
riage drive, or a bicycle run of nearly two 
miles. It is 10,000 feet around the lake. 

The boathouse is up, and will be ready 
for use when the lake rises ten inches more. 
The bathhouses will be up in a few days. 

This will be a great place for bathing. 
Said Mr. Hampton the other day: 

“IT have ordered 1,000 bathing suits, and 
will have them here in a week or so. We 
intend to have bathing in comfort. We will 
put on a coupon ticket for a return trip to 
the lake, with bath included, for 35 cents— 
possibly far 25 cents.”

The Tillman-Sheppard Contest—A 
Prohibition Convention. ,

Columbia, 8. C., April 27.—(Special.)—It is 
being whispered about the statehouse to- 
day that the Hon. Samuel Dibble, chair- 
man of the Sheppard executive committee, 
has gone to New York,.not on railroad bus- 
iness, as is currently reported, but to pro- 
cure funds to promote the Cleveland-Shep- 
pard interests in South Carolina. It is a 
well-known fact that Governor Tillman op- 
poses Mr. Cleveland on principle as well as 
policy. 

in giving this as news your correspond- 
ent only repeats what has been said in 
his presence and is in no wise responsible 
for the truth or falsity of the statement. 
Mr. Cleveland is being supported by the 
opponents of Governor Tillman, but this in 
itself is hardly evidence enough upon which 
to found the rumor as above stated. 

Senator J. L. M. Irby passed through 
the city yesterday en route to Laurens. 

He spent the night with Governor Till- 
man at the executive mansion, and, after a 
long consultation over the status of politi- 
eal affairs in South Carolina, he left for 
his home in Laurens. Senator Irby thinks 
that Hill still leads in the presidential race 
and will be the nominee of the democratic 
party. He will certainly receive the. vote 
of South Carolina in the national conven- 
tion. 

The Situation in the State. 

The political situation in South Carolina, 
aut this time, presents a very different 
front from that presented this time two 
years ago, and it is thought by Governor

McCandless, the well-known chemist, were 
arrested yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

For some time, it seems, the Hernado 
Phosphate Company has been practically at 
war within itself. It was an enterprise in 
which people throughout the state. were 


j interested. But stockholders in Marietta, 


Canton, Jasper and other points along the 
Marietta and North Georgia. have sprung 
up an opposition against the original 
owners. 

It culminated several days ago in the 
former taking criminal action against the 
latter. 

They went before the grand jury at 
Jasper, in Pickens county, and there se- 
cured indictments against a number of 
parties connected with the company. 

A true bill was found against them, and 
warrants, charging them with cheating and 
swindling, were immediately issued. 

Among the defendants were Mr. Ed Mc- 
Candless and his brother, Mr. Jobn Me- 
Candless. 

Yesterday the sheriff of Pickens county 
came to the city. He went to the Gate 


City National bank, and, failing to find the . 


cashier, left word that he should come to 
police headquarters at 2 o'clock. 

Mr. John McCandless was _§ similarly 
served, and promptly at that hour the two 
gentlemen were on hand at the station 
house. There a bond was fixed at $500 in 
each case. They were quickly furnished, 
and both parties released from custody. 

Mr. Ed McCandless was highly indignant 
at the criminal steps which had been taken 
against him. It proved a great surprise to 
him. 

For some time he has been a trustee in 
the employ of the company, and simply 
collected money from the stockholders in 
Atlanta, having nothing whatever to do 
with the management of affairs. 

This money he turned over to those to 
whom it was directed to be paid. 

When asked last evening as to what 
grounds, if any, the complainants had for 
such a step, he smiled and shook his head, 
as though puzzled. 

“My brother and myself,” he said, “are 
not the only ones who were indicted. It 
all amounts to nothing, anyway. 1 was em- 
ployed by the company, and in that capacity 
only was connected with it. 

‘There is just a clash,” he continued, 
“between the stockholders at Marietta and 
Canton and the directors.” 

Mr. E. S. McCandless was seen after the 
afternoon papers came out. 

He called the publications both highly 
sensational and asserted that they were en- 
tirely and wholly unnecessary because it 
was nothing but a purely business trans- 
action arising from a disagreement, between 
stockholders in Marietta and Cantoh and the 
directors of the Hernado Phosphate Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, The dissatisfaction had 
arisen among the Marietta and Canton 
stockholders and some had declined to pay 
their subscriptions to stock and as a last 
resort had alleged fraud and misrepresenta- 
tion on the part of the agent, who sold 
stock to the Marietta and Canton people. 

“I was simply,” Mr. McCandless went 
on, “‘acting as trustee, representing the in- 
terest of both the stockhokers and the 

roperty owners, without a dollar’s worth of 
irterest in the sale of the property, my 
only obligation being to collect the subscrip- 
tions to stock and pay the same over to the 
property owners to secure a good title to 
the property, which has so far been faith- 
fully complied with. Without knowing 
the actual facts connected with the finding 
of a true bill before the grand jury of 
Cherokee or Pickens county, gf infer that 
the bill was found on entirely exparte evi- 
dence, furnished by dissatisfied stockholders 
who wished to delay or escape their pay- 
merts to subscribed stock; or by the elastic 
imigination some uunprincipled person 
who would not hesitate to perjure his soul 
for a mess of pottage and by this means I 
was made a party t the suit.” 

The friends of Mr. Ed McCandless de- 
plore greatly that a warrant should be 

laced over him, for they all know that it 
is totally unprovoked and undeserved. 

Ed Mi ndless has been for years 
eashier of the Gate City National bank, 
and is known to be as incapable of the 
charge that has been made against him as 
any map alive.

COAL MEN'S GRIEVANCE.

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Of Sick Moonshiner Come to Him in 
the Atlanta Jail. 


A TOUCHING SIGHT IN THE CELL 


As the Anxious Wife and Mother Bend 
Over Him With Tears in Their 
Eyes. 


Robert Pullen, a moonshiner from Frank- 
lin county, now confined in the Atlanta jail, 
is very near death’s door with a serious case 
of pneutconia. 

Pullen is a very young man and has been 
in the jail about three weeks upon the 
charge of running a distillery. 

Nearly two weeks ago he was taken sick, 
but the case was not regarded seriously, 
it being thought that he only had a severe 
cold. 

A week ago his sickness developed into 
a case of pneumonia, and his attendants 
did all they could for him. Dr. Griffin also 
administered to the sick moonshiuer. 

He was removed from the big, noisy 
moonshiners’ quarters and placed on a cot 
in a room adjoining the jail office. Two 
moonshiners were detailed to watch him. 

Pullen is a young man and had only been 
married a few weeks when he was arrest- 
ed and brought to Atlanta upon the charge 
so common to his kind. As his hand became 
thinner and weaker, and his voice more hol- 
low, the poor fellow, fearing that he was go- 
ing to die, asked that his wife be, brought 
to him. 

“Il want to see my wife and my mother 
before I die,” he said, in a tremulous 
whisper, and the jailer wrote to them, tell- 
ing of Pullen’s serious condition. 

The sick boy counted the hours that 
must elapse before they should come. 

“I know they'll come,” he said. 

And yesterday morning they did come. 
The old mother was wrinkled and feeble 
rough and illiterate, but just as tender and 
as loving as any mother—anxious to see her 
boy. The young wife was shy but tremb- 
ling with anxiety for fear that her young 
husband had died before her arrival. 

It was a touching sight when they entered 
the room where the young moonshiner lay. 
His face was pallid and colorless, and dark 
sunken, glassy 
eyes. He caught his breath in quick, short 
gasps, and there was an awful look, almost 
of death, upon him. 

The wife and mother gave an involuntary 
cry as their eyes fell upon the corpse-like 
face. He could not raise himself, nor 
could he speak, but a faint smile flickered 
about his face as the young mountain bride 
bent over him and kissed him. 

All day yesterday the two women set by 
the moonshiner’s cot, ministering to him. 

They will remain in the jail ‘watching him 
until he recovers, or is called to a country 
where there are no prison walls to confine. 


Another Case. 


A negro moonshiner, known about the 
jail as ‘‘Brackey.”’ is expected to die at al- 
most any moment. He has a case of pneu- 
monia, and a day or so ago the county phy- 
sician said the case was hopeless. 

“Brackey” is well known in moonshining 
circles at the jail and is quite well liked. 

EK. A. Underwood has been quite sick at 
the jail with pneumonia, for a week, but 
yesterday he was much better.

Dr, Griggs Goos of His Own Accord, 
Thongh Perfectly Sane, 


HE WENT TO BE CURED OF DRINKING, 


Which Habit Had Well Nigh Dethroned 
His Intellect, and Wrecked His 
Physical Health. 


Dr. Marshall J. Griggs, as sane as any 
man, with mental faculties unimpared. 
was carried to the state lunatic asylum yes- 
terday because he desired to go. 

He wanted the restraint of prison bars, 

and walls, and the helpful influence of good 
medical treatment. He went to Milledge 
ville where these could be had. He will 
return in a few months a new and a changed 
man, 
Dr. Marshall J. Griggs is quite well 
known in the city, having been a prosper- 
ous business man here for a number of 
years. 

He came originally from West Point, Ga., 
and entered the drug business. He had the 
advantage of a good education, geod breed- 
ing and good family, and he was not long 
in winning success. For a time he conduct- 
ed a drug store in Atlanta and one in 
Opelika, Ala:, as well. His success was 
exceptional, but it was richly merited. 

Several years ago Dr. Griggs contracted 
the drink habit. At first he drank moder- 
ately, hut the habit grew upon him, and he 
became a hard drinker. In consequence 
his business began to drop off; he lost in- 
terest in it and finally he gave up the drug 
business altogether. 

Finally he became temporarily crazed 
by the use of strong drinks, and was quite 
violent. His wife, fearing that he might 
do harm to some one, sought ithe ordinary. 
with tears in her eyes, and begged that he 
do something with her husband. Ordinary 
Calhoun had Dr. Griggs arrested and 
placed in ail. 

Two days set the unfortunate physician 
straight again. As soon as the effect of 
the whisky died out he was all right and 
conversed as rationally as ever. ut he 
made no effort to secure his release. If he 
had sued out a writ of habeas corpus he 
would have found no trouble in proving his 
sanity. 

Dr. Griggs was unwilling to trust himself, 
however, fearing that if he were out he 
would give up to the tempta- 
tion of drink. For two . long 
months he remained in ail to keep 
out of reach of the temptation which he 
declared would prove too strong for him. 
In that time his health increased wonder- 
fully, but the weakness for alcohol was not 
eradicated from his system. His meals 
were sent him from home regularly, and he 
spent the time as best he could in the 
— prison walls. 

A few days ago Dr. Griggs became im- 
patient and decided that what he needed 
was medical treatment, and after thinking 
over the mattem determined to go to the 
asylum, wheregbe could receive the treat- 
ment needed, And at the same time be re- 
moved from whisky. 

So everything was arranged and yester- 
day he was carried to illedgeville by 
Deputy Sheriff Donehoo and placed in the 
asylum. 

Dr. Griggs has a nice family here, and 
they fondly hope to see him back, fully re- 
covered, in a few months. 

It is certainly a strange case.

Now the supreme court says Judge 
Clarke, was correct in saying the question 
was “res adjudicata,” but t “res adju- 
dicata’”’ won't keep a man in jail if there 
is a reasonable doubt that he is guilty of the 
contempt charged.

Most refrigerators are so constructed that 
vapors from various kinds of food are chilled 
to bead drops of water within the provision 
chamber. Henee such reffigerators are al- 
ways damp and deleterious to health, 

The Alaska, by its perfect system of warm 
and cold-air flues, allows nature’s principle, 
that warm air rises and cold air falls, to work 
in a more eomplete manner than any other 
refrigerator built.

Atlantic next week. 

Captain Harry J ackson, of the company 
of capitalists which ‘has purchased the 
swamp, will go down there next week to 
be present when the waters will be turned 
out through the éanal that has been cut 
nearly across to the St. Mary’s river. 

Captain Jackson has invited a large com- 
pany of Atlanta people to accompany him 
down to witness the grand sight and to 
spend a week or two seeing the picturesque 
old swamp and the country around it. 

This clearing and, draining of the Okefe- 
nokee swamp is the most stupendous work 
that has been undertaken in Georgia for 
many a day. It is a study to be sure, and 
is a work in which everybody in this part 
of the southern states is very much inter- 
ested. | 

The big swamp, about forty-five miles 
long and nearly thirty miles wide, has for 
years and years been a wilderness of woods, 
water, mud, alligators and what not. It 
has been impenetrable and has always been 
called the wonder of south Georgia. 

The fact that such a spot has caught the 
eye of capital—a spot where once nothing 
obtruded upon great nature’s meditation 
save the hooting of the owl or the grunting 
of the lazy alligator—and the further fact 
that it is being transformed into a busy 
scene of industry and progress, with saw- 
mills spinning and freight boats adrift all 
conspire to make this an interesting study 
to the scientist and the progressive citizen. 

What Has Been Done. : 

“What has your company been doing down 
in that wilderness all this time, captain?’ 
asked The Constitution of Captain Jackson 
yesterday. 

“We have been steadily at work cutting 
a canal out from the eastern border of the 
swamp leading out to St. Mary’s river, so 
as to secure direct connection with the 
steamboats that ply to and fro the Atlan- 
tic $9 


P "What do you want this canal connection 
or?’ 

“To drift timber out so that we can get 
easy transportation.” 

“How long is the canal?” 

“About six miles. You see, the St. 
Mary’s river runs out from the swamp at 
the southeastern corner, but turns upward 
and runs back towards the eastern bank 
of the swamp to within six miles of its very 
banks. At this point we are cutting the 
canal.” 

“Is the canal intended to 
swamp as well as serve the 
drifting timber?” 

“No; not yet. We are not desirous of 
draining the swamp perfectly dry yet. That 
would ruin our timber interests; it would 
not only prevent drifting but would kill most 
of the timber in the swamp, the cypress in 
which, of course, would not live without the 
water.”

To Turn It Loose. 

“Then you are going down to have the 
stagnant water turned out to the sea ? 

“Well, we haven’t as yet quite completed 
our canal. We have gone as far with it 
as mules and men can go, owing to the wa- 
ter that comes into it by capillary attrac- 
tion, and now we are going to lay aside 
mules and pickaxes and will see what elec- 
tricity and dynamite will do for us.” 

“How will you work the electricity an 
dynamite racket in that place, captain 

“We are going to put tremendous loads 
of dynamite all under the earth the bal- 
ance of the distance of the canal that is 
yet not cut and will connect each load with 
wires and will touch it off with electricity. 
It will all go off at once with a thundering 
explosion, tearing away the earth, and 
instantaneously the gigantic pumps will be 
throwing water into the canal at a fear- 
ful rate, thus giving a very effective wasb- 
out. The work is something immense and 
you cannot fancy at all accurately what 
it is unless you could go and see it with 
your own eyes.” 

The Timber Inexhaustive. 


‘When do you hope to start the tim- 
ber moving?’ 

“Just as soon as we can get the canal 
opened fairly.” 

“There is enough timber in the swamp 
to more than pay for it, isn’t there?” 

“Indeed, yes!” 

“When you have cleared the timber, 
does your company intend to look for phos- 
phates?” 

““Maybe so, yes.” 

“Do you think there is much phosphate 
there ?”’ 

‘“‘We have no means of ascertaining defi- 
nitely, yet. We have been told by sci- 
entists who studied the swamp’s geology 
that there is a good deal of phosphate there. 
That will come as a secondary considera- 
tion, however, timber being first.”
